Previous to 18§9 the legisla­ 
ture met for but sixty days, but the 
four legislatures since that time have 
eat under the ninety day working 
law.

What about the tax levy? The 
populists in '91 put the levy at a 
figure higher than it had been for 
years under Republican rule.

In the 
early seventies it hovered around

In 1878 it was down to 
21 mills.

Trades Assembly, and secretary of 
the Ohio Miners’ Union. 
Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 28. 189u. 
Dear Sir:—In answer to yonr re­ 
cent letter of inquiry, I would state 
that I had charge of an investigation 
of the marine interests of Ohio, made 
under the auspices of the 
Ohio 
bureau of labor and statistics, in 1894. 
My inquiry went back for twenty 
years, extending beyond the time of 
the trouble between the Lake Car­ 
riers' Association and the Sailors' 
Union. There was no evidence found 
in the course of this investigation to 
show that Mark Hanna had any part 
in the difficulty then existing between 
the sailors end their employers. 
I would further state that jibe 
statistical investigation of the work­ 
shops and factories of the city of 
Cleveland, made by the labor bureau 
was likewise under my direction. 
The reports based anon this inquiry 
axe op file in Columbus, and they will 
•bow that Mr. Htnnn paid the highest 
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standard wages for labor performed 
in industries in which he was inter­ 
ested.

Another document of equal value 
in coming to a conclusion on this 
question is from Richard Powers, a 
prominent and influential worker in 
the labor organizations of the coun­ 
try and ex-president of the Seamen’s 
Union. He writes as follows, under 
date of Chicago, Sept. 25,189& 
“Knowing the history of the Lake 
Seamen’s Union from its organization 
to the present, and participating in 
its struggles when to do so involved 
danger and sacrifice, I can truthfully 
assert that never in this time, uor at 
any other, hag that organization ever 
had any trouble with Mark A. Hanna, 
ill assertions to the contrary are 
falsehoods, manufactured for political 
effect and with a desire to mislead 
working people, and I denounce them 
as such.

R ichard P owers, 
Ex-President Seamen’s Union.’1 
The above from representatives of 
the Seamen’s Union does not seem to 
substantiate the cock and boll story 
that the Journal published some time 
ago about how the police of Cleve- 
lB?.d oeat the Seaman strikers, which, 
in some mysterious way he blames 
Mr. H&QU4 far« because Mr. Hanna 
was a personal friend of the mayor of 
the city. 
The Ishpeming Iron Ore makes the 
following statement with regard to 
Mr. Hanna: 
The charge bas hoen made by the 
political opponents of Mr. McKinley 
that M. A. Hanna is the enemy of 
labor, and has oppressed those who 
have been in his employ. The object 
for making such a charge, and at this 
time, is well understood by those who 
have given the matter reasonable at­ 
tention. It is for political purposes, 
directed at the lessening of the Mc­ 
Kinley vote, and the increasing of 
that for Bryan. 
The fact is that Mr, Hanna has 
treated his labor fairly in his mines, 
upon his ships and railways. He is 
the principal owner lr. the Winthrop 
mines of this place, 
and in the 
Chapin, Hamilton and Ludington at 
Iron Mountain. 
The miners of Marquette county 
know how he has treated the men who 
have been employed by him here. 
He has paid the wage scale demanded 
by the men, aud resumed operations 
three weeks earlier m the strike of 
last summer than any other operator, 
In the matter of rents the men know 
how they have been used. The com­ 
pany has not cut pay this fall, while 
all other mines have. The Winthrop, 
when Mr. Hanna took hold of it, wss 
in bad shape, and badly in debt. He 
brought it out of ite troubles, and 
while the property has not paid a 
dividend for three years, it has been 
kept busy. 
At Iron Mountain he purchased the 
Chapin mine when those who had 
Worked the property had gone into 
bankruptcy. BeTore he took hold the 
ipen were paid in long-time paper, 
they were paid low wages, and there 
were many 
stoppages and much 
trouble. It was a very unsatisfactory 
condition of things. With the change 
in management the debts were all 
squared, the men paid in cash, and 
since that time pay-days have oc­ 
curred promptly every month. Im­ 
portant improvements 
have been 
made, the Hamilton and Ludington 


as saying that Mr. Hanna has done 
all this solely in the interest of the 
miners, bot in making it possible to 
help his own business, he has helped 
them. 
We know that the men who 
live on the company’s location are 
not taxed for bouse rent or for water, 
and we know that comfortable homes 
are provided bere as well as at the 
Winthrop mins, Ishpeming. 
We 
know the mine is well equipped with 
conveniencies for labor, and that 
every possible precaution is taken 
underground for their safety. 
We 
know, too, that the miners employed 
in the Chapin are well satisfied with 
their treatment, because they have 
personally told us so. We talked 
with gangs of men on drilling ma­ 
chines within a few weeks in that 
mine who told us they were averag­ 
ing $2.75 per day, and |h at they were 
not out iu oase they made a good 
month’s pay. 
t 
It is certainly unjust to the com­ 
pany and Mr. Hanna as its president 
to try to injure Major McKinley with 
any such misrepresentation. 
Dis­ 
honesty in politics is as contemptible 
as in any other line of bnsmess. 
The latest evidence of Mr. Hanna’s 
liberality toward his men was the 
' fact that he shut down his mines 
when Mr. Bryao passed through the 
peninsula of Michigan so as to en­ 
able as many of the miners as desired 
to hear Mr. Bryao to be present, and 
be did this without making any re­ 
duction in their pay for time lost. 
If he had been the hard taskmaster 
which Alfred Henry Lewis woald 
have us believe him to be, would he 
have done this?

Two B eala (elevators la Cteleagte 
Destroyed b r Fire. 
Chicago, Oct 28.—Both elevator Ai 
and elevator B, of the Pacific Elevator 
company, were destroyed by fire, with 
other smaller buildings. The loss will 
approximate $1,500,000; Insurance two- 
thirds. By I o’clock the fire had as­ 
sumed such 
dangerous 
proportions 
that a general alarm was turned in. 
It had by this time spread to several 
small buildings used as weighing of­ 
fices and these were sakhi destroyed. 
The heat from the burning elevators 
was terrific and finally compelled the 
abandonment of four lines of hose 
which had been run into the boiler 
room of elevator A. 
Five firemen of Company 33 nearly 
lost their lives while fighting the 
flames from the roof of the office, a 
small brit'k building in close proximity 
to one of 
the elevators. 
Notwith­ 
standing the fact that the naif had 
caught file and was burning beneath 
them, they stuck to their posts, till 
suddenly- the roof fell from beneath 
them. 
Two of the men were clA>se 
enough to the Axlge of the wall to grab 
and were left hanging there as the 
roof fell in. 
The other throe went 
down but held onto the hose and were 
rescuA>d with great difficulty. 
Burn­ 
ing embers were carried by the high 
wind, and for a time it was thought 
many of the buildings in the vicinity 
were doomed. 
Long lint* of freight 
calx standing on the track were re­ 
moved as fast as possible. P. D. Per­ 
ry, the superintendent of the Pacific 
Elevator company, said that there was 
over 1,100,000 bushels of wheat storo*d 
in the elevators. Shortly after the fire 
broke out the south wall of the eleva­ 
tor gave way and thousamls of bushels 
of wheat fell into the river. Directly 
to the west of the elevator are the 
yards of the F. Ii. Crane Hardwood 
Lutulier company, and several times 
small blazes were discovered among 
the piles of lumber, but as fast as 
they’ were discovered they were ex­ 
tinguished. 
The greatest danger ex­ 
perienced by the firemen was the fly­ 
ing debris. 
The burning 
buildings 
were covered with corrugated iron and 
large sections of this metal, heated to 
a 
white 
heat, fell as 
they 
were 
loosened from their fastenings by the 
fire. 
It was with the greatest diffi 
cutty that the firemen kept dAxlgiog 
these falling sections of iron.

Maceo Cleverly Outwits the Span­ 
iards and Bombards a Town. 
New York, Oct. 28.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Key West, Fla., says: 
Well informeAl 
passengers, who ar- 
riveAl from 
Havana last night, t*on- 
firni advices that Maceo has crossed 
the troxfiia at Artemlsa and joined oth­ 
er insurgent forces in Havana prov­ 
ince. Tlu*y declare that the report cir­ 
culated by Maceo of his arrival at 
Caearajacara and an attempted at­ 
tack on the town was merely a feint 
on the p a r t of the rebel commandA*r. 
Upon their arrival at Caearajacara the 
Spaniards found nothing but the de- 
serttxl cam p . Maceo’s followers, under 
forced marches, made a detour to the 
southward and suddenly appeared at 
Artemis.*!, the central post on the line 
of tho trocha. 
Tile insurgent chief sent word to the 
commandant that he intended to bom­ 
bard the town, giving the inhabitants 
five hours in which to leave the city. 
Not li<*cding Maceo’s threats, the Span­ 
iards would permit no one to leave. 
Thirty rebel shots from their dynamite 
guns were thrown into the city. Every 
building is said to have been leveled, 
while the slaughter of the non-com­ 
batants was appalling. 
During the 
carnage 
Maceo and 
his followers 
crossed the line of the trocha into 
Havana province, where they joined 
the forces of Gen. Aguirre. 


BLOCKADE AT BUFFALO. 


F leets 
of 
Vessels, 
Loaded

Grain, Are Arriving. 
Buffalo, N. ., Oct. 28.—Buffalo )s 
threatened with the biggest blockade 
of vessels in the history of the peoplp. 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Duluth am) the 
ports of Lake Erie are pouring in vast 
floods of grain every day, much great­ 
er than the elevators can handle, and 
it now looks as though the elevatorp 
would be hopelessly swamped in & few 
days unless there is a let-up in the ai> 
rival of the fleets. For the past week 
the fleet has been accumulating, Tile 
Immense grain crops of the West are 
pow ready for shipment, and under 
the influence of 
the demand 
grain 
rates at Chicago and Duluth have ad’ 
va need to such a figure as to attract 
the fleets usually busy In the iron and 
ore trade. 
There was grain enough 
to go around for nearly all the boatp 
in service, and vessels that had been 
laid up were fitted out again and sent 
after grain cargoes. Nearly all of tbla 
grain has come to this port and the 
elevators have been unable to unload 
the boats on their arrival. There were 
nearly a score of boats waiting at one 
time for one elevator last week.

Constantinople, Oct. 28.—The report 
that trouble of a serious nature is 
brewing here has so often been sent 
out that any fresh announcement to 
that effect is looked upon aa having 
little or no foundation in fact. But, in 
spite of this, it is but right to state 
once more that everything points to 
further and very serious trouble pre­ 
paring on 
all sides 
throughout the 
Turkish empire. The ball was set roll­ 
ing on Wednesday last, when the sul­ 
tan signed two irades, levying a poll 
tax of 5 piasters per head on all Mus­ 
sulmans and increasing the taxes on 
sheep, public works and education by 
I to 11-2 per cent, the funds so raised 
to be devoted to military purposes. 
This caused the representatives of 
the powers to send a collective note to 
the porte, couched 
in the strongest 
language, calling 
attention 
to the 
danger that the arming of the Mus­ 
sulmans was certain to create, and 
pointing out generally the critical sit­ 
uation of affairs in the Turkish era 
pin*. The large purchases of anus 
have 
already been 
made and 
the 
danger increases hourly. 
The porte to-day sent a reply to the 
collective note of the ambassadors. Ad 
usual, however, It was an evasive an 
swer, and in substance simply stated 
that the money’ derived from the addi­ 
tional taxes was only intended to com 
plete the armament of the mustaphfus 
or iandstrum, the third and last class 
of the Turkish army reserves, and to 
strengthen the armament of the other 
land forces of the sultan, which con 
Bist of the nizam, or regular army, 
and its effective reserve, the redif, or 
landwehr, and the mustaphfus already 
referred to. 
Conscripts in Turkey 
serve six 3’ears in the nizam, four 
with the colors and two in the reserve 
they then serve eight years in the re­ 
dif, four in the first-class and four in 
the second. Then they complete their 
twenty years’ service by serving six 
3’ears in the mustaphfus. 
A Ciliata Near. 
The action of the Turkish govern 
meat in completing the armament of 
the mustaphfus indicates that the em 
pire is facing a situation which may 
necessarily call forth all the military 
forces at Its disposal, and it also iud! 
cates that the situation is the gravest 
ainee the Russo-Turkish war. 
Under 
these circumstances, it is but natural 
that considerable uneasiness prevails. 
Of course there is always in view the 
probability at least that the sultan by 
these movements is simply seeking to 
detract the attention of his subjects 
from 
the actual 
state of affairs 
brought about by his maladministra­ 
tion, and that seeing that the powers 
are really in earnest and that an un­ 
derstanding between Russia, France 
and Great Britain means decisive ac­ 
tion. he is by these armaments practi­ 
cally threatening a wholesale massa­ 
cre of the Christians and announcing 
that Turkey’ will resist to the utmost 
any attempt at armed coercion. 
Happily there is one feature of the 
crisis which has a soothing influence 
upou Abdul Hamid. This is the Anan 
elal situation. 
It is about as bad as 
it possibly can be. 
All negotiations 
upou the part of the Turkish govern 
meut for a temporary loan have failed, 
and the condition of the treasury is 
one of utter helplessness. 
On top of 
this, the price of bread lins risen 40 
per cent and bids fair to rise still high­ 
er as the price of wheat goes up. This 
has decidedly aggravated the prevail­ 
ing distress and its consequent dlscou 
tent. The police continue making ar­ 
rests aud it is understood that many 
more bombs have been found. 
In Armenia the greatest apprehen­ 
sion exists. The echoes of the recent 
massacre In the city of Egin are just 
reaching here in spite of the efforts 
made by the porte to suppress any­ 
thing but the official news. 
The Latest Massacres. 
Boston. Oct. 28.—Advices from Har­ 
poon Eastern Turkey, received in Bos­ 
ton confirms dispatches to the Associ­ 
ated Press in regard to the extent’and 
barbarity of the recent massacre at 
Egin. These advices state that many 
of the dead were left in the streets 
for days as the food for dogs, and 
large numbers were thrown into the 
Euphrates. 
The bodies were seen 
floating down the river forty and fifty 
miles below the city. In some cases 
whole families were obliterated. 
Ex­ 
act statistics, of course, cannot 
be 
given now, but it is feared that 2,000 
is an under-estimate. 
All the testi­ 
mony at hand concurs in showing tlmt 
the massacre was official and that it 
was wholly without reason.

PRIMATE IS CHOSEN. 


Successor of Dr. Benton, Late Arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury. 
London, Oct. 27. — The 
Ut. Rev. 
Frederick Temple, bishop of London, 
has 
been 
appointed 
archbishop of 
Canterbury and primate 6f all Eng­ 
land, in succession to the late Most 
Rev. Edward White Benson. 
The 
li t Rev. Frederick 
Temple, 
D. D., bishop of London, is son of an 
officer In the army. He was born Nov. 
SO, 1821, was educated at the gram­ 
mar school at Tiverton, and, proceed­ 
ing to Oxford, became a scholar of 
Balliol college, and took his degree of 
B. A. in 1842. He was elected fellow 
and mathematical tutor of his college, 
and, having been ordained in 184G, 
was appointed principal of the train­ 
ing college 
at 
Kneller 
Hall, near 
Twickenham, in 1848. 
This post he 
resigned in 1855, and having held an 
inspectorship of schools during the in­ 
terval, w’as appointed on the resigna­ 
tion of Dr. Colbourn, in 1858, head 
master of Rugby school. 
Dr. Temple, who was a chaplain to 
the queen, gained some notoriety in 
18G0 as the author of the first of the 
seven “Essays nud Reviews," which 
caused so much controversy soon af­ 
ter their appearance. 
At the general 
election of 18G8 Dr. Temple took an 
active part in Warwickshire in sup­ 
port of Mr. Gladstone’s measure for 
the disestablishment 
of 
the 
Irish 
church, and 
the premier nominated 
him to the bishopric of Exeter, in suc­ 
cession to the late Dr. Phil P otts-an 
appointment which caused cominqjion 
in clerical circles. 
The confirmation 
of Dr. Temple’s election took place 
Dec. 8, 18(59, at 
the 
Church of St. 
Mary-le-Bow, Cheapside, when Bishop 
Trow’er, the representative of a jxirtion 
of the clergy who were opposed to 
Dr. Temple,-because he was the au­ 
thor of one of the “Essays and Re­ 
views, instructed 
counsel to oppose 
the election. 
Counsel was according­ 
ly heard on both sides and Dr. Tem­ 
ple’s election was confirmed by the 
vicar general. 
Dr. Temple received 
episcopal consecration 
at Westmin­ 
ster Dec. 21, 1809, together with the 
bishops-elect of Bath and Wells, and 
of the Falkland islands. Gn the death 
of Dr. Jackson In January, 1885, Dr. 
Temple was appointed bishop of Lon­ 
don.

when he was compelled to abandon a 
series of joint debates arranged with 
ex-Secretary Hoke Smith by reason of 
the advice of his physician that It 
would imperil his life for him to con­ 
tinue the debate, which had attracted 
great state as well as national interest 
by reason of the fact that It Involved 
the position of the Democratic party of 
the state on the silver question as well 
as the senatorship from Georgia, for 
which the ex-speaker was an active 
candidate. The silver men won their 
fight and Mr. Crisp w’ould have been 
the next senator from Georgia. 
He 
was a forceful speaker, a man of great 
tact and possessed of oilier qualities 
tlmt fitted him for leadership in a 
parliamentary assemblage. 
His first 
prominence in 
national affairs caino 
from the skill with which he led bls 
party in several warm election con­ 
tests. The prestige led to his election 
to the speakership after a memorable 
canvass. His chief opponent was Rog­ 
er Q. Mills of Texas. 
As speaker Mr. Crisp was fair but 
firm. 
His rulings have been upheld, 
and though sometimes they w’ere the 
subject of considerable criticism from 
his political opponents he alwa3’8 com­ 
manded their respect. He was a pro­ 
nounced advocate of free silver and 
on one occasion his casting vote as 
speaker saved the defeat of a free 
coinage hill. 
On the other hand it 
was largely due to his firmness in 
ruling that passed the Sherman silver 
repeal law through the house, his rul­ 
ing defeating a formidable filibuster­ 
ing movement led by 
Mr. Bland of 
Missouri. Mr. Crisp had been in a san­ 
itarium for five weeks with malarial 
fever. 
He was born in England Jan. 15, 
1845, while his parents were there on 
a visit.

It may bi* impossi­ 
ble to obtain the best balaam pin*1 that 
grows in the Maine woods, hut there 
is a sw eet fir that is found all over 
our Northeastern stat*s. growing wild, 
and in other parts of the country, as 
cultivated evergreen. Nearly every­ 
one has seen the tall, gray stem that 
shoots up so straight and smooth and 
points to the sky without a single 
curve.

hark of this fir tree <m>z**s a resinous 
fluid, til** odor of which is said to

extrem ely healthful. The rn**** I lea of

Plan for a Potato Cellar. 
A New York correspondent while in 
Colorado, at Greeley, where potatoes 
are so large an Industry, had his at­ 
tention called to the potato cellars, of 
which there are a large number, lie 
writes about them as follows to Rural 
New Yorker: 
The cheaper forms of simplest con­ 
struction are usually holes in 
the 
ground preferably, although not al­ 
ways, on a slope facing south or east. 
They are long, narrow and usually 
three-fourths or more below the gen­ 
eral level of the ground, hut often they 
are built so much above ground that 
a wagon may In? backie] into them 
when it is desired to remove the pota­ 
toes.

There are 
abotit 125,000 families in the state, and 
there were about 10,000 babies born In 
Kansas; and yet, a*» many people have 
left the state that the natural Increase 
is cut down to less than 2,000 net. This 
has becu going on for eight years. 
lf there had been a high brick wall 
around the state wight years ago and 
not a soul had bt-fu admitted or per­ 
mitted to leave, Kansas would be half 
a million souls better off than she is 
to-day. And yet the nation has in­ 
creased in population. In five years 
10,000,000 people have been added to 
the national population—yet, Instead 
of gaining a shn-e of this—say 500.000 
—Kansas has apparently been a plague 
spot. the very garden of the world bas 
lost population by the ten thousand* 
every year. 
Not only baa she leat population, but 
she has lost wealth. Every- moneyed 
mon in the state who could get out 
without great loss has gone. livery 
month la every community sees some 
one who has a little money pick up 
and leave the state. This has been go­ 
ing on for eight years. Money is tieing 
drained out nil the time. In towns 
where ten years ago there were three 
or four or half a doezn money-lending 
concerns, stimulating Industry by fur­ 
nishing capital, there is now none, or 
one or tw-o, that are looking after the 
interest and principal already out­ 
standing.

(to East, and you hear them laugh at 
Kansas; go West, and they sneer at 
her: go South, and they “cuas" her; go 
North, and they bare forgotten her. 
Go into any crowd of intelligent peo­ 
ple gathered anywhere on the glottic 
and you will find the Kansas man on 
the defensive. The newspaper col­ 
umns and inagaslne pages, once de* 
voted to praise of the state, to boastful 
facts and startling figures concerning 
ber resources, now are filled with car­ 
toons. gibes 
and Pefferlan speechea. 
Kansas just naturally isn’t in th# 
civilized world. She has traded placet 
with Arkanaaw ard Tmibuctoo. 
What’s the matter with Kansas? 
We all know; yet here we are at i) 
again. We have an old moss-back 
Jacksonian, who snorts and howls be­ 
cause there is a bath tub lp the stat# 
house; we are running that old jay for 
governor. We have another shabby, 
wild-eyed, rattle-brained fanatic who 
has Mid openly in a dozen speeches 
that “the rights of the user are para­ 
mount to the right# of the owner;” we 
are running him for chief justice, so 
that capitol will come tumbling over 
itself to get Into the state. We have 
raked the ash heap of human failure 
In the state and have found an old 
hoopskirt of a man who has failed as a 
business man, who has failed as an 
editor, who has failed as a preacher, 
and we are going to run bim for con­ 
gressman-at-large. He wili help the 
looks of the Kansas delegation in 
Washington. Then we have discover­ 
ed a kid without a law ‘practice, and 
have decided to vote for him as at­ 
torney general. Then for fear some 
hint that the state had become re­ 
spectable might percolate through the 
civilized portions of the nations, we 
have decided to send three or four 
harpies out lecturing, telling the peo* 
pie that Kausas is raising hell and let­ 
ting corn go to weeds.

The impression is growing stronger 
as election day approaches that this la 
a good year to tote the Kl mblican 
ticket straight from the presidential 
electors to the county coroner. The 
more the people t ualyze the Chicago 
platform aud note the dangerous doe-

least by even electing a member on a 
county ticket and co indirectly giving 
endorsement to the dangerous beresisa 
promulgated. 
Early in the campaign there were 
pnany Republicans who were disposed 
to vote for John Llid for governor be* 
cause they simply looked at the man 
aa they had always Know bim. and not 
at the dangerous htresies and pi net- 
pies ha has been lei to espouse and 
defend. They took him at his word 
that ha was still a Republican though 
he disagreed with hit party upon tbs 
question of silver. Tley believed him 
honest when he said he accepted the 
nomination not as a Democrat or a 
Populist, hut as a citizen. And they 
were staggered by hit almost immedi­ 
ate declaration that b » stood squarely 
upon the Chicago plitform and en­ 
dorsed It from first to last, and he baa 
made that a portion ol his faith in hit 
campaign 
ainee. The 
people 
have 
found that it is a question, not of men, 
but of principle. That nrhlle Mr. Lind, 
as governor of Minnesota, would not 
have devolved upon bi n the carrying 
out of any of the principles of that 
platform in a nations sense, yet a 
vote for bim for govern >r would be ta 
endorse its utterances, a id that a* gov­ 
ernor and subscribing tc its dangerous 
doctrines he would be lit a position to 
carry them out by bloc) ing the presi­ 
d ed in the enforcement of the federal 
laws in the state if the extrema el* 
meut of I’opocracy so do banded. 
The endorsement of the Chicago plat­ 
form by such a vote is t*> aelp place 
Minnesota in the pogitfui which Kan­ 
sas and Nebraska have b»en and from 
which they are now making a desper­ 
ate attempt to shake th« maelvea for­ 
ever out of. Surely the lamp of expe­ 
rience respecting these states ought to 
be sufficient to turn the voters of Min­ 
nesota away from such a fatal move. 
Aud In the matter of congressmen, a 
vote for the Popocrstie candidates In 
any of Hie districts would be a direct 
and square endorsement of all the dan­ 
gerous ideas that are embraced from 
tho first to the last line of the Chicago 
platform. It means just as full and 
complete an endorsement as does a 
vote for Bryan, because in the house 
of congress Hie members agreeing with 
It are pledged to carry out its provis­ 
ions. It means a vote for free silver, 
for free trade, for making the federal 
courts the mere puppets if party in­ 
stead of the bulwark of the liberties of 
the people. It means the binding of 
the hands of the chief executive or the 
nation by the repeal of those statutes 
which enable bim to fulfill the prom­ 
ises of the constitution in the enforce­ 
ment of the federal laws. It would 
mean the denial of private contract be­ 
tween individuals. 
Ordinarily political feeling does not 
hold so strong so far as the count# 
ticket is coner rued. But this is not an 
ordinary year. Never before, with the 
E 
ossible exception of the civil war, 
as such a crisis confronted the coun­ 
try, and tho**? who endorse the danger­ 
ous theories embraced in the Chicago 
platform should be given no comfort 
whatever. 
The work of the Chicago convention 
has given encouragement to the forces 
which operate against good govern­ 
ment, which will take years of work 
to eradicate. The spirit of class hatred 
engendered, the theory that our courts 
should be cut from the moorings tot 
which through the years of the repub­ 
lic they have been anchored to ars 
fully as dangerous as the doctrine of 
secession ever was. It has sifted down 
through the {tarty and has been en­ 
dorsed in all local conventions, and the 
only way to kill the virus is to vote 
against it wherever it is found. 
Equally lr portent is a vote against 
the legislative ticket which represents 
the Chicago platform, and all the Pop-, 
ulist vagaries afloat. Minnesota bas 
bad one experience with a Popociat 
legislature, and it wants no more. It 
was one of the most extravagant and 
reckless legislative bodies in the state’s 
history, and yet the ideas of the Pop- 
ocrats at that time were conservative 
compared with their pernicious doc­ 
trines of to-day. Good government 
and the future welfare and business 
Interests of Minnesota and the devel­ 
opment of its natural resources de­ 
mand the defeat of the Popocrata.

Ins old friends and associates who, 
e after time, gave him their votes 
d (dieered him on to victory. In do- 
t'ds. moreover, he has placed hhn- 
.f squarely under the banner of De­ 
em ey. He has endorsed the entire 
**cmocratlc platform, and he is work- 
iu for . the entire Democratic ticket, 
im Menial and state. He deserts the 
riuciples of protection and reciprocity 
bidi he so ardently advocated year 
after year, as cardinal principles of 
Ucpubltcanlsm. He deserts McKin* 
Icy, the life-long friend of American 
la I KT r and the American producer, for 
Bryan and extreme free trade. He de­ 
ciares for mob law and against the 
right of the president of the United 
States to protect the United States 
mails and other property of its citi­ 
zens. Again, lie deserts McKinley, the 
soldier and statesman, for Bryan who, 
In 1861 was a baby in the cradle, and 
is to-day ^ baby in statesmanship and 
experience.

in the characteristics which distinguish 
them as varieties. 
If planted indis­ 
crim inately. the gtKxl and the bad. 
the weak and tlx* vigorous, it is al­ 
most certain that they would run out. 
The 
Michigan 
experiment 
station 
throws some light on 
the 
change* 
which peas undergo during a series «>f 
years, the changes, however, not al­ 
ways being in the direction of deterior­ 
ation. 
From tlx* observations in pea 
culture at the station, it is made ap­ 
parent that the varieties do change 
from year to year and this. t»xi. even 
in old standard sorts, of which the 
characteristics may well he stq posed 
to be quite firmly tixed. 
Seed of the 
same variety procured from different 
seedsmen :qfso gives varying results 
of a cham erer that es.nnot lx* ascribed 
to the carelessness or unscrupulousness 
in the seller, because some of the 
cha rad eristics continue to 
lx* 
well- 
marked Mild quite distinctive of the 
variety through all the samples. 
It Is 
especially not it eatde that the foliage 
and habit of growth are less variable 
than the peas themselves. 
An instance 
of this is given in the Stratagem pea, 
of which seed from three different 
seedsmen were used. 
In all the ch ar­ 
acteristic dark green foliage, the stalky 
angular veins, and tlx* excessive short 
nodes of tin* Stratagem were apparent, 
with very little variation, but the pod*, 
though irregular and varying in each 
sample yet taken as a whole, were dis­ 
tinctly different. 
In two of the sam ­ 
ples they were fairly uniform, but In 
the third they were so irregular that 
tlx* peas were almost worthless, and 
indicated 
a 
probable 
reversion 
or 
“harking buck’’ to one of tlx* original 
parents from which tlx* Stratagem had 
been derived. 
It is a m atter of com­ 
mon observation that seed peas of tlx* 
same variety, and especially of tlx* 
wrinkled peas, differ in color when sold 
by different seedsmen, and in a num­ 
ber of cases peas grown continuously 
at the Michigan station for four y e a u 
iu such h way as to render the Identity 
of the variety <ertaln, have made a 
very decided change in the color of tlx* 
seed.—The Hom estead,

1 prefer to plant aud sow tlx* 
largest and beat of its kind. 
At husk­ 
ing time, either from stalk or shock, 
one can 
make the selection. 
Leave 
enough he.sk on the ear aud throw to 
one side of the wagon and in this way 
the corn can lx* selected with little or 
no hindrance, and unless there has

very 
hard 
freezing 
with corn 
damp there is very little danger of its 
not growing if properly cared for after 
picking.

The cheaper forms of simplest con­ 
struction ttre usually 
holes 
in

ground preferably, although not al­ 
ways, on a sloix* facing south or east. 
They are long, narrow and usually 
tliree-fourtlis or more below tlx* gen­ 
eral level of tlx* ground, but often they 
are built so mueli above ground that 
a wagon may lx* barked into them 
when it is desired to remove the pota­ 
toes. 
The accompanying sketch 
gives a 
general idea of this construction and

H arry Snyder of the Minnesota ex- 
periincut station says that when tim ­ 
bered land is cleared, instead of burn­ 
ing all tlx* vegetable m atter it would 
be far bettor to leave tlie* decomposing 
f 


natter t^ixl leaves in piles, allowing 
hem to thoroughly rot and then in a 
wear or two spreading this decomposed 
pnatter upon the soil, 
(if course the 
(objection to this would be tlx* addi­ 
tional expense, but then tlx* gain would 
he increased fertility, which is some­ 
thing that is very difficult to replace 
jwhen once lost. 
It would lx* lx*tter 
and more economical In the end to get 
jour or two lighter crops at first and 
•then draw on the natural fertility of 
(the soil rath er than get a few heavy 
crops from the ashes of the burned 
.vegetable m atter. 
Tlx* loss of nitrogen 
py the bunting oyer of soils in some 
cases amounts to 2,(RK) pounds of ni­ 
trogen per acre. 
In the great forest 
fire of 1SIG there was a great loss of 
son 'h ltrogen . 
Analysis of tlie soils 
from the burned regions liefore and 
after the fire, showed a loss of over 73 
per <*cnt of the total sotl nitrogen. 
This loss of nitrogen is u serious mat­ 
ter because without nitrogen there is 
uo central building m aterial for the 
formation of the gluten iu wheat or 
of any of the protein compounds of 
farm products, which are essential for 
the production of muscles aud for re­ 
plenishing the 
waste tissues 
of all 
animal Ixxlies.

Bulletin 71 of Ohio station gives r»*- 
stilts of wheat experiments extending 
over seven years. 
The plats on which 
wheat was grown continuously without 
fertilizing, have averaged twenty-live 
bushels per acre. 
These fertilized have 
yielded five or six bushels per acre 
more. jiixI plats treated to both fertili­ 
zers and a rotation have shown an in­ 
crease of eight bushels |x*r acre. Phos­ 
phoric jicld has alw ays produced a 
heavy Increase of fan growth, but the 
largest 
Increase in yields has come 
front complete fertilizers. 
The wheat 
Increase alone has not paid for tin* fer­ 
tilizers used, but tlx* increased yield of 
other crops in the rotation oil tlx* fer­ 
tilized plat has given a small profit, 
showing that they took up something 
from what the wheat left in the soil 
However, clover following wheat has 
done better in the fall where the wheat 
received no fertilizer: but it 
winter­ 
kills by heaving, much worse on the 
unfertilized p ats than on the others. 
Six tons of barnyard manure have pro­ 
duced about the same effect as 300 
pounds of complete commercial fertili- 
; zer. 
The experiments at this station indi­ 
cate that the popular Idea that wheat 
j degenerates or “runs out" is erroneo is. 
On tlx* contrary, a variety adapted to 
i tlx* soil and clim ate of ji certain section 
of country, improves under prop, r care. 
Valley ;md lVnquite’s Velvet Glia IT, the 
two varieties wldeh head the list in 
the ten years’ test at tlx* Ohio station, 
have been grown iu tlfat section thirty 
yea rs. 


IliiyliiU Itrau liiMtcml of Corn. 
Although coin is now very elicap, it 
does not follow that it is tlx* lest grain 
feed to purchase by farm ers who find 
their own grain supplies insufficient. 
Cheap corn means alw ays <heap oats, 
bran and mill feed, ai.d any of these 
make ji much richer manure pile than 
does corn. 
In fact, wliert* the grain 
Is to be fed on tlx* farm, bran, wheat 
middlings aud either linseed or iottou- 
gced meal an* either of them better 
feed for the manure uuide from them 
11 in ii is corn. 
They im* often sold it t 
very little higher price than their value 
as manure if tlx* sam e plant food luis 
to lx* bought in comm ercial form. 
Be­ 
sides. on most eastern farm s tin* corn 
can lx* grown quite as cheaply as it can 
be bought. 
This (nnnot usually lx* 
done with 
flaxseed, and 
cannot 
Ix* 
! done nt all In tlx* north with c o t t o n ­ 
seed. 
By growing the corn he re­ 
quires, the eastern farm er will have 
a large amount of c o u r s e fodder and 
c a r b o n a c e o u s grain. 
This will make 
it to his advantage.- American Culti­ 
vator.

The sunflower is a native of Am erica. 
In lot59 it was introduced into Europe, 
and 
is 
now 
extensively 
cultivated 
there, particularly In Russia, where 
it has been grown for fifty years, prin­ 
cipally for the oil contained 
in its 
seeds. 
The seeds, after the shells are 
removed, contain 24 pt*r cent of oil. 
This oil is clear, light yellow, nearly 
odorless, and of a peculiar pleasant 
and mild taste. 
It is said to be super­ 
ior to both almond and olive oil for 
table purposes, and is used In making 
soap and caudles. 
In Russia the larg­ 
er seeds are sold in immense quanti­ 
ties to the lower classes of the |K*opIe, 
who eat the kernels as we do peanuts. 
The stjtlks furnish a valuable fertilizer, 
>vhile tlx* green leaves are dried, pul­ 
verized aud mixed with meal as food 
j for cows. 
The stjtlk produces an ex­ 
cellent fiber. 
It Is said tlint Chinese 
silk goods commonly contain more or 
less 
sunflower 
flix*r. 
The so-called 
Niger-seed oil is made from a species 
of the sunflower family, which Is a 
native of Abyssinia. 
It furnishes the 
common 
lamp oil 
of 
Upper India, 
where it is largely cultivated.

Potatoes properly prepared make good 
feed for stock uud are being largely 
used for that purpose in the Eastern 
states at present. 
The m anufacturing 
of starch from potatoes is becoming 
quite an industry and we understand 
that nearly all of the large factories 
are using enormous quantities of pota­ 
toes, from 
which 
they 
:ire 
making 
starch to be stored away until prices 
improve. Starch m anufacturers report 
a very light demand for this product itt 
present and claim that there is at 
least a two years’ supply on hat d.

When Morrell was taken to Atlantic 
Gity Sanitarium after tlx* accident it 
was f«>utid that

V e n u s ’ l.onk D a y . 
If the observers at 
Flagstaff an 
tight in their conclusions that Mer­ 
cury unit Venus make but one revolu­ 
tion on their axis during their journey 
round the sun, so that each day is a 
year long, these planets cannot lx* in­ 
habited by people constituted like those 
on the earth. 
It has been supposed 
that Venus at least 
w j i s very similar 
to tlx* earth in its phenomena and 
characteristics, and might be i*»opled 
by much of the same kind of beings; 
but as Venus’ period of rotation is 
nearly the same as that of the earth 
it must have six months of uninter­ 
rupted sunshine and six of continuous 
night—conditions which, in tlx* case of 
the m<xm. have been accepted j i s imply­ 
ing uubearable heat during the day 
aixl unendurable cold during tlx* night. 
The Flagstaff observers have ilu* !x*st 
oppxrtunity for observing this difficult 
jilnnet that has yet been given to as­ 
tronomers, and their conclusions are, 
therefore, most likely to lx* eorreet;
